Memorial Service 



VVIxiltf Ucr late C'hanccUor and uenefactor was being laid to his rest in Lonilun, the l.'ni\ersUy yesterday 
hel4 public nu'iuurial Borvloe. 

A sporial oonvoiuitiou was called in tbe Royal Victoria College in tUe mornius. Tlie slow marching music, 
( onductixl by ih.> foii.sorvatory of Music, tbe addreas of tbe Principal, tbe nature of the hymna and of the pray- 
iTs oRered up, bespoke a solemn occasion. 

A beautiful selection from Handel's "Largo" ushered in the service. Then followed prayer, read by Prof. 
McNaughton: "Prevent us, O Lord, in all our doings with Thy most gracious favor, and further us with Thy 
rontinund liflp. that in all our works bpgun, continued, and cnd<d in Tbcc, we may glorify Thy Holy Name, 
and Hnally by Thy morcy, obtain cvoriastlng life, througli Jesus Christ, Our Lord, Amen." 

Then all tlie stu<U'nta and fac\illy joined in the repetition of the Lord's Prayer. When they hail sung thai 
liiuuius i)l<l liynin : "O Crod uf Itethel," llean Moyse road the Ninetieth Pnalm: "O Lord. Tiiou hast been our 
iIvvclliiiB place," Rarely has the greatest Poet Laureate's "Crossing the Bar" been found worthy of tlner appli- 
cation than when it was sung yesterday morning by those who remembered bow Canada's greatest statesman 
passed to his rest. 

"He died as he would have wished, in harness, thinking to the last of what be could do for others," said 
Principal Petornon, in his address. "Throughout our wllde Dominion and, indeed, wherever the flag Hies, it may 
be doubted if liny individual lias ever been more greatly mourned." 

• II was easy to see that at tlie root of and foundation of the high position had won, lay the long yeais 
of i>reparatiou for it. When the call for action came to him in connection with the troubles in the Northwe.st, 
it had found him a resolute and experienced man of affairs who knew others as they knew him." 

Ho had won such a place in the esteem and affection of bis fellow countrymen that none but he could bo 
looked to when there was a need for someone to take up the role of Canadian representative in London. As far 
as he had been associated by public opinion with tbe Canadian Pacitic Railway: "Let It bo sUtcd that he knew 
what wa.1 duo to others as well as to himself, which was manifested when he said: "Had It not been for the 
cordial iD-nperai ion of all my colleagnes who undertook the contract, it would have been impossible to bavo 
carried it tliidUKli. ilappilv . we were all in perfect accord." 

lie tiiok a iar^e .-liare in develupinK srientinr, medical education on the one hand and inaugurating higher 
education for women on tlie other. In both of these departments he was a pioneer and showed a power of ini- 
tiative from which this University will long continue to derive practical benefit." 

"His Inst years he spent in London, and we cannot but acknowledge that be gave the Dominion added 
prestige and honor." Ifis most notable act in connection with the Imperial affairs was bis equipment and main- 
tenance for service in Soutli Africa of the regiment known a? Strulheona'.s Horse. 

"Stratlioona was no mere sordid seeker after gain, nor did his material pro.sperity ever blunl the edge of 
his moral and >oi ial ideals and aspirations. In a word, liis , oui was not submerged as is sometimes thccase, by 
the gathering tide of worldly success. Duty was his guiding star — duty and conscience. 

"Lord Strathcona lived a strenuous and a useful life. It was characterized by character and bifib resolve 
in critical and anxious times. 

"And now his eager and Indomitable spirit Is quenched in death. 

"Low lies the good grey head that ell men knew." 

With this fitting tribute the Principal concluded: 

• Vrnerable patron of learning, pliilanthropi.-it. patriot, statesman, man of alTairs, magnificent and high- 
minded public liervaut, tlie University which has owed so much to your wise counsel and your unfailing gener- 
osity, bids you a last and a sad farewell."
